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INTRODUCTORY WORD 

This little vocabulary is not a mere list of words for 
memory purposes. 

It is my opinion that we have depended too much 
upon the indirect method of acquiring a vocabulary. It 
is intended that this list be used for the definite building 
of a practical vocabulary. English definitions are not 
to be called for. All words should be used in sentences 
which clearly show the meaning of the word. Many 
groups may be used as topics for short conversation lessons. 
Constant review in this as in all other phases of modern 
language work, is essential to success. This word list 
in the hands of the student for two years with constant 
reference can only result in the acquisition of a large and 
practical vocabulary. 

There are five hundred words for each of the first four 
semesters of the course. It has been my experience that 
a group of ten words given three times a week makes an 
interesting change in a grammar or reading lesson. 

I have also prepared a corresponding list in French, 
Le Petit Vocabulaire (D. C. Heath & Co.).
